LORD LIEUTENANT- GENERAL AND GENERAL GOVERNOR OF IRELAND. 

May it Please your Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction of 
the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant to 
the 24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, on 
the proceedings had during the year 1912 in connexion with the 
Public Records of Ireland. 

1. Mr. Henry FitzPatrick Berry, I.S.O., Litt.D., M.R.I.A. , 
has retired from the office of Assistant Deputy Keeper of the 
Records in accordance with the Order in Council fixing an age 
limit for public service. . 

Dr. Berry entered this office immediately after its formation 
in 1868 after competitive examination. In the e&rly days of the 
office he expended many years active, and valuable work in the 
task of systematizing, cataloguing, .and generally making avail- 
able for research the great mass of Records, most of them ill- 
arranged, many until then wholly inaccessible, which was then 
poured into the Record Office. The fruit of this useful work here 
is on all sides in evidence. 

In 1878 he was promoted to a senior clerkship m the Master of 
the Rolls Chamber, returning, however, to the Record Office as a 
first class clerk in 1886. In 1899, he was promoted Assistant 
Deputy Keeper of the Records. ... 

When it became possible to spare some of his time for editorial 
work he undertook the editing of the early Statutes, and the 
Acts of the Parliament of Ireland. The preparation of the

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material for this work had been commenced under the Irish 
Record Commission, one hundred years ago. It has taken final 
shape under the careful and accurate editorship of Dr. Berry. 
Two volumes bringing the work down to the end of the reign of 
Henry VI. have been issued and the greater part of a third volume 
was passed for press before Dr. Berry’s retirement. 

Outside the Office Dr. Berry edited for the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland the “ Register of Wills and Inventories of 
the Diocese of Dublin, 1457-1483.” He has also contributed a 
large number of erudite articles to various historical and anti- 
quarian journals and publications. 

2. Your Excellency has been pleased, on the recommendation 
•of the Master of the Rolls, to appoint Mr. Michael J. MacEnery, 
B.A., M.R.I.A., already an Assistant Keeper of Records, to the 
post of Assistant Deputy Keeper in succession to Dr. Berry ; and 
Mr. Herbert Wood, B.A., M.R.I.A., a first class clerk in the 
•office, to the vacant Assistant Keepership. 

3. The vacant clerkship has been filled (though not until after 
the close of the year) by the Civil Service Commissioners nomi- 
nating Mr. Walter Doolin, B.A., from the successful list of the 
■Class I. examination of the year. 

4. Your Excellency was pleased to give favourable considera- 
tion to applications for improved pay and prospects from the 
members of two sections of the lower staff of the Office. Before 
the end of the year the representations made in the case of the 
•class of Temporary Transcribers had been favourably answered 
.by the Lords of His Majesty’s Treasury.

62. Parish Registers of S. Peter, Drogheda, S. Thomas, Dub- 
lin, Ballysakerry, and Kilclooney (3 vols.), in local custody under 
Retention Orders were re-bound in this office during the year.
